SPECIAL FILE. 
T he special file was taken up in its order. 
Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 1, to pro­ 
pose an am endm ent to Article 18. Section 8 of 
the Constitution of the State of California, by 
Mr. Britt, was taken up. T he am endm out pro­ 
poses to exem pt from taxation those pcrsO Ls 
whose property does not exceed *500. 
The Committee on Constitutional Am end­ 
ment* reported adversely on the resolution. 
Mr. Britt spoke in favor of the resolution. It 
cost more m oney to collect the taxes from the 
poor people th an was received. 
Mr. Boggs said th at the com m ittee had con­ 
sidered the question carefully and come to the 
conclusion th a t if the door was once opened 
for exem ption there would be no stop to it. He 
d id not believe the people ask. d to be exem pted 
or de-ire<l the exem ption. 
Mr. M urphy knew of no reason why the 
question should not be subm itted to the people. 
’j he m illionaire was not taxed to the extent of 
his property, but the poor m an was. The fact 
was th a t the tax was not now collected even 
w ith all the elforta m ade to get it. 
Mr. Heaccck m oved to strike out *500 and 
insert 8300. and spoke in tavor of his am end­ 
m ent. 
Mr. Mead said th a t in his county there would 
not be enough people on the assessm ent roll to 
get jurym en. 
Mr. Goucher movod to am end by striking out 
all after the words “ provided alwav*’’ and insert 
" th a t every person shall have *230 worth of 
property exem pt from taxation.” 
Mr. Conklin said th a t if this am endm ent to 
the Constitution was adopted m ost of the Chi­ 
nese would be exem pt entirely from taxation. 
Mr. McOomas was opposed to all th e am end­ 
m ents and to .th e resolution. 
H e believed the 
report of the com m ittee should be adopted. He 
d id not believe th e poor people of th e State 
w anted to t>e voted paupers and ent off from 
bearing their share of the burdens of taxation. 
Mr. DeLnng m oved to am end .bv inserting 
• provided alw ays th a t no assessm ent shall be 
m ade against any person whose entire» personal 
property does not exceed a valuation of *300.” 
Mr. Bog»s insisted th a t the am endm ent was 
altogether too far reaching. 
He enlarged upon 
th e suggestion m ade by Mr.. Mead. He was 


satisfied that the people in his county did not 
desire an exem ption. 
Mr. Briee’.and was opposed to the resolution 
on the sam e ground. It w ould bankrupt his 
his county aud ruin m any of the outside coun­ 
ties. He appealed w arm ly to th e Senate to vote 
the resolution down. 
Mr. Britt said he w ould be very sorry to sub­ 
m it a proposition th a t would ruin any county. 
He did not th in k it would have such an effect. 
He claim ed th a t his resolution was sim ply to 
wipe out som ething th at w as put into th e ne w 
Constitution. 
Mr. Bowers said th at this talk about voting 
for the interests of the laboring classes on every 
m easure was being run in the ground. He 
should vote agaiDst the resolution, because it 
w as contrary to the spirit of our Constitution; to 
the very principles upon which the Governm ent 
is founded, th at every m an. no m atter w hat his 
business, should stand equal before the law 
aud bear his share in the expenses. 
Mr. Dray believed th a t there was m uch in ­ 
justice iu the preseut system of taxation, and 
he thought tlie proposition m ade here w ould 
soon obtain. 
The property oí the country 
should pay all the taxes. He adm itted that 
this was the proposition of that great theorist, 
H enry George, but it was nevertheless right. 
Mr. Meany said it was strange th at w hen a 
proposition was m ade to relieve the poor peo- 
pie it was alw ays opposed by large land-owners. 
He was in favor of the resolution. He would 
not be afraid to bet th a t h alf of the Senators on 
the floor had not paid th eir poll tax for the last 
year. 
He was alw ays iu favor o f relieving tho 
poor. 
Recess. 
A fte rn o o n S ession. 
Senate reassem bled at 2 p. h ., President pro 
tern. W hite in the chair. 
Quorum present. 


QUESTION OF PRIV ILEGE. 
Mr. Jones rose to a question ol privilege aud 
said : 
In this m orning’s issue of the Alia Oililomia 
there is an editorial entitled “A Gigantic Steal ” 
referring to Senate Bill No. 46, introduced by 
Mr. Jones of Butte, by request , and it says th a t 
•there will be some curiosity in this city to 
know at whose request Mr. Jones was induced 
to father it iu the body of w hich h e becam e a 
m em ber." 
In th at respect, Mr. President, I 
would say that, as C hairm an of the Judiciary 
Committee. 1 have been in receipt of from two 
to h alf a dozen bills every day, bills com ing 
from em inent law yers in this State, requesting 
th a t they be introduced and put before the 
Judiciary Committee. I have not the tim e to 
read these bills, aud generally introduce them 
and it there is any 
reason 
therefor, and 
I am not certain 
as 
to 
th eir 
contents, 
I introduced them by request, and w hen I do 
that, I m ean w hat that term m eans iu this 
body. I do not know th at I shall support any 
bill that I introduced by request, but l do know 
th a t persons wbo have sent me bills are entitl »d 
to the courtesy of having them iiu/oduced into 
this Senate. If they were not I should not have 
introduced these bills. 
In this particular case 
1 beg leave to inform th e Alia California, the 
people ot San Francisco, aud the people of the 
state of California, th at th a t bill was brought to 
my desk, and the st»tem eut m ade to me that 
Mr. D. M. Delmas, ol San Jose, as attorney ior 
the parties w ho wished it introduced. I im m ed’- 
a'ely into duced the hill, by request. It so 
stands on the record ot this Senate, it is before 
the Judiciary Com m ittee, w here the parties 
who introduced it shall have a respectful hear­ 
ing. 
if. in my judgm ent, it is a just bill, I shall 
certainly vote for it. if I believe it is uot I 
shall uot vote for it, but shall be am ong the first 
to condem n it: but as to the other suggestion 
m ade by the Alta th at I will see the advisability 
oi w ithdraw ing the bill 1 shall certainly no t do 
so until tbe persons who arc behind it receive 
the respectful hearing I deem them entitled to 
os citizens of this Stale. 


EXEM PTION FROM TAXATION. 
The Senate resum ed consideration of Senate 
Constitutional A m endm ent No. 1. 
Mr. Goucher w ithdrew his am endm ent say­ 
ing th at upon consideration he was not in 
favor of it. The adoption of the resolution 
would cut off too m uch of the revenues of the 
counties of Mono, M ariposa and Alpine. 
Mr. C am inetti offered a substitute for the en­ 
tire resolution, changing the last clause so as to 
read as follows : “ Provided alw ays th at w ear­ 
ing apparel, household furniture, th e tools and 
im plem ents of artisuns, m echanics aud labor­ 
ers whose entire value does not exceed 834) 
shall i e exem pt from taxation.” 
Mr. De Long offered to w ithdraw his am end­ 
m ent aud let Mr. Cam inetti’s substitute take its 
place. 
Mr. Meany favored th e adoption of the sub­ 
stitute. 
The substitute was lost by a vote of 18 ayes to 
20 uoes. 
Mr. W hite explained th a t he voted “no” on 
the ground th a t the resolution discrim inated 
against the class of persons m entioned iu St ction 
690 of the Code of Civil Procedure. 
Mr. Heacock'* am eudinent was lost by a vote 
of l.s ayes to 19 nces. 
The resolution was then lost by a vote of 16 
ayes to 21 noes. 


TO ABOLISH I'O LL-TA XFS. 
Senate Constitutional A m endm ent No 2—To 
propose an am endm ent to Article 13, Section 12 
ot the Constitution of the State of California, by 
Mr. Dray, was taken up and read. 
The question arose on the substitute proposed 
by the Com m ittee on Constitutional Am end­ 
m ents, providing for a poll-tax or 82. 
On motion oi M r. Drav, the Constitutional 
A m endm ent was m ade th e sriecial order for 
Tuesday next at 2:15 p. jr. 


LEAVE OF ABSENCE. 
Mr. Goucher was granted leave ot absence for 
to-morrow. 
Mr. Hi acock was granted leave of absence 
for eight days. 
On m otion of Mr, C randall, the Sergeant-at- 
Arm s was instructed to distribute the bilis iu 
piles in th eir num erical order. 
Mr. Ham ill reported back Senate Bill No. 63 
as correctly engrossed. 
2 he Finance 
om m ittee and Senator M urphy 
were grauted two hours’ leave of absence. 


b i l l p a s s e d . 
Senate Bill No. 273—An Act providing for an 
additional Superior Judge for the C'tmnty of San 
Luis Obispe, providing lor his appointm ent and 
salary, by Mr. Hcacock, was read a third tim e 
and passed. 
Mr. Conklin was granted leave of absence for 
th e balance of the day. 
Senate Bill No. 63—An Act to am end an A c t, 
entitled ” An Act to establish and support a 
Bureau ol Labor Statistics.” approved March 3 
1883, by Mr. M urphy, was taken up for third 
reading. 
The bill having been incorrectly printed, could 
not be acted u pon.

Block and W idney appeared and O' - 
posed rem oval of location, claim ing th at the 
land now occupied was high and capable of 
com plete drainage ; th at present defects th ere'n 
could be rem edied by a few hu n d red dollars ex 
peine ; that th ere was a fail of thirty-four feet 
io the mile from the building site, "or about 
twenty-two feet ri a distance of three-fifths of a 
m ile to w here th e city sewer is reached, and 
th at the tiity-one acres contained in the present 
site, if not enough, more could be purchased in 
a detached lot a m ile or more in distance, lor 
from S150 to £250 per acre, 
The Santa Clara legislative delegation was 
prescut during the m ettiu g of the"com m ittee 
and evinced their opposition to a change in 
location of tlie Home.

people of Santa Clara county fear th at if the

be fixed in some other county aud hence the 
officially condem ned prem ises w here the Home 
now stands, is defended as suitable and satis­ 
factory.

drainage. He regarded it as poor judgm ent to 
try to c n tin u eth e institution on the present 
site, and th at a new one should be selected. He 
advised th a t a tract of six or eight hundred 
acres of land be procured at some other place— 
cith er in Santa ( lara county or elsew here—and 
th at proper provision be m ade to take care of 
the large num ber of feeble-m inded Hint are now 
iu the State, and w hich num ber will greatly iis- 
crease w ith the increase of population. 
Dr. W. R. Cluness. of the State Board of 
H ealth, said he visited the Home last iall, and 
with, other m em bers of tbe Board m ade ail offi­ 
cial inspection ot buildings and grounds.

THE ELECTION 
llEFOHiK BILL- 


In about all but the num bering and in­ 
dorsing of the ballots, theG oucher election 
bill is to be commended. In other essential 
features it is wise, and notably so in the 
m atter of recognizing nominees outside of j 
convention and prim ary methods.

to know. 
A device can he adopted, and 
lor that m atter, a different one for each 
e ’ ‘'tion, th at will he known only to the 
officer who is to have the I .allots printed or 
engraved, that cannot lie counterfeited— 
because its key will lie unknown even to 
th e artist who makes it, and the election 
officers who handle the ballots—by which 
any spurious ballot can he detected and 
throw n out. 
Moreover, (here will be no 
incentive for the voter to cast a spuriotts 
ballot under the system of the bill, and by 
w ‘itch the ballot must Ik* procured of the 
el. cl Ion board. 
It is said, however, th at the “ Tasmania 
dodge ” may be practiced. 
T hat is, an un­ 
official ballot is deposited by a boss servitor 
who brings out of the booth the official 
ballot, marks it and delivers it to a pur­ 
chased voter, who enter., the booth aud 
after voting brings hack 1 1 1 ? clean official 
ballot lie received,as proof to the boss that

has “delivered the goods.” 
T his clean 
ba; it is then used for another “chattel” 
for like procedure, and so on indefinitely. 
T oe respouse to this objection is found 
in what has already been said —let the 
authority th at provides the ballot, be re­ 
quired to adopt a device, the key to the 
genuineness of which is known only to 
tin t authority. 
Or, for that m atter, there 
could be no objection to autograph'd in­ 
dorsement of all ballots prior to opening of 
the (Kills, and in an exactly designated 
spot upon the paper. 
W hat we do insist 
tr ion as dangerous and au invasion of the 
secrecy of the ballot is the indorsement 
Upon it by a clerk having the means of 
identifying the baliot w ith the voter who 
cast it, as he must have, if he indorses it 
at the tim e of the casting. 
T he numlier- 
ing of th e ballots is not only useless, hut 
vicious. 
W hoever takes the first ballot 
w ill be first on the tally list, whoever 
take* (he second ballot will be second on 
t e list and so on to the end, aud every 
voter will be thus indicated l.y the record. 
Hut aside from these tilings the bill is 
a w orthy one and means a long step in 
ad .anee. 
It will greatly break the power 
oí the “bosses; ’ let us hope beyond recov­ 
ery. 
It will not wholly elim inate them 
but it will make their bargains to deliver 
g. ds so uncertain that the (.rice of votes 
will decline to ruinously low quotations 
It gives every man full op|>ortunity to 
aspire for office aud to have his name 
0::. iallv liefore the electors w ithout salv- 
1 -4 the palm of the loss, swearing allegi­ 
ance to a caucus or tying him self hand and 
foot in a prim ary or a convention. 
I i.der the promised law conventions 
will lie recognized that certify their nomi­ 
nations to the pro .er official, and such 
nom inations will l>e grouped and printed 
upon the ballots to Ik? furnished l.y Govern­ 
m ent officials, State or local, and given out 
t 
voters only by election officers, and a* 
the tim e of casting the ballot. 
A citizen 
may be nominated otherwise than l.y a 
(■ invention and his name go upon the odi­ 
e-i 1 ballot, if he presents indorsements l.y 
hi- •ellow-citizeiii equal to one per cent, 
of the num ber of electors in the |iolit- 
ical division for which the election is 
held, but 1,000 names will lie sufficient it 
th. district is the State, and 100 if of lesser 
proportions. 
It is wisely provided that no 
petitioner shall indorse the ambition of 
runre than one candidate for th e same of­ 
fice.

p. pers in each county, at least twice liefore 
election day. 
W hile the names of all nominees are to 
be printed upon one ballot, space after 
c:c h office title is to be left, that the 
elector may write in the name of any 
Other person. 
The ballots are to Ik- U n i n d 
in -tub-books, two hundred to the volume, 
and are to be nundiered (a provision al­ 
ready condemned), and as voted are to be 
ird r.-cd by the ballot-clerks (the mistake 
n (erred to that must be rectified), aud these 
l i'lot-clerks alone are authorized to fur­ 
nish the electors th eir ballots. 
The voter 
enters a booth (one for every seventy-five 
voters being provided) where no one can 
o -Live him ,and he there marks the name 
of those for whom he votes, and, return- 
i: 
to the ballot-box, which must lie 
w ithin sight ftom the interior of the 
la oth, and also w ithin (lie view of those 
outside the booth, he casts his vote. 
It 
would !>e well to declare, at this point in 
th e bill, that the elector may cast his bal­ 
let. and not !.e required to hand it, as is 
now the custom, to a judge or i»s|>ector. 
.St. :> amendm ent will realize precisely 
»vhat is meant by “casting” one’s vote. 
It is wisely provided that it shall Ixt a 
felony to deface, alter, suppress or destroy 
any certificate of nomination, or to make a 
fir-e one, or falsely indorse a ballot or its 
stub, so as to distinguish them fronj others. 
B ut it appears to have Ik-oii overlooked 
th at it is necessary to dc< lare it a felony to 
counterfeit any ballot, or to have in pos­ 
session, knowingly, any 
counterfeit 
or 
spurious ballots. 
Indeed, it would lie 
well to provide that n > ballot or ticket 
shall he printed or written, except such is 
are provided for by the law. 
It would Ik; 
well also to provide that municipal and 
county Boards in selecting election officers 
shall appoint them subject to approval, 
say of the Su, erior Court or some ol her 
authority that the people can hold di 
rectlv responsible. 
In fact, there cannot 
be too many safeguards thrown hIkhii the 
selection ot election Ik».*rGs and clerks, r- 
Tccciit developments in Han I1 reacisi-o bnve 
cb ai’ly proven. I1» hi-e the A ct m ight jdo- 
vide for counting the ballots, and while 


the present* law must be stripped of its ' 
errors and strengthened, it is, perhaps, not 
well to encumber the bill with too m any : 
reform provisions. 
There is no reason why the defects in ; 
the hill—and which are very easily rent- 
edied—should not be speedily made and 
the measure promptly passed. 
It com­ 
mends itself to all who desire a free ballot 
and a fair count. 
The Legislature cannot 
find any excuse fur rejecting it or denying 
to the people reforms im peratively de­ 
m anded. 
If the 
measure becomes a 
law., as it should, we predict that the 
next election held in this Stare will be 
a surprise to the people and will reveal 
the fact th at heretofore voters have not 
enjoyed the freedom of ballot of which we 
boast, whenever it was in the interest of 
the Hisses to deprive them of it.

A MISSIONARY EFFORT. 


Russia has entered Abyssinia by colonial 
establishm ent on the G ulf of Tezhour. 
The local Governor is M. Aschinoflj and 
his success in locating has fired him with 
the am bition to upset the local religion by 
carrying the Greek Church at the end of a 
Cossack lance. 
To this the Russian priests 
object, declaring th at the cross may well 
be defended by the sword, hut that in 
evangelization the former must precede 
—in short, the Church prefers mission­ 
aries to soldiers, and has plainly told 
the warlike Aschinofl’ as much. 
Abys­ 
sinia 
has 
a 
religion that is 
an d id 
m ixture, 
bearing 
traces 
of 
Judaism 
and earm arks of Christianity, plated over 
w ith an adulterated Mohammedanism. To 
the resolving of this m ixture into assimi­ 
lation w ith the Russian Church is now the 
aim of the priests. 
They labor under the 
most embarrassing of conditions, for Abys­ 
sinia is one of the oldest of monarchies, its 
traditions have a hold upon its people th at 
arc almost inseparable from their religion, 
and th at are mingled with the darkest of 
superstitions, and many of the taints of 
barbarism, that develop in practices ab­ 
horrent to Christian civilization. 
The 
Abyssinian priesthood is shrewd, powerful, 
has great influence with the people, and 
resents bitterly any attem pt to proselyte 
among them to other faith.-. 
Altogether, 
therefore, the Russian evangelists have a 
hard task tiefore them, hut have m ani­ 
fested great wisdom in refusing to preach 
their doctrines under the shadow of the 
sword. 
They propose to see what patient 
entreaty and assiduous teaching will do, 
and feel certain th at so long as thev are 
dignified, hut meek and gentle, firm but 
considerate of the prejudices of K ing 
Jo h n ’s subjects, they will be decently re­ 
ceived and attentively listened to. 
The 
advance guard of these missionaries has 
already moved forward, and news of its 
reception in the ancient Em pire will he 
looked for with much interest. 


THE CANNED-F00D MARKET. 


The canned-food products of California 
are to he found now in all the Eastern 
markets. 
The laws of trade under which 
they reach Chicago, New York and P h ila­ 
delphia, if availed of, will operate to place 
them upon European shelves. 
The tariff’ 
is very low upon these goods; if there is a 
European source of supply that can com­ 
pete with us, why is it that it is not made 
manifest to a greater extent in our East­ 
ern m arkets ? Obviously because, though 
the duty is light, our distance from the 
East great, the cost of labor with us much 
higher and our transportation an im por­ 
tant factor, our products by reason of their 
excellence, the conditions under which 
they are produced, the ownership of the 
soil in the producer, and because of free­ 
dom from a system th at makes the product 
pay a heavy tribute to a non-producing 
class, give us a great advantage over for­ 
eign contributors. 
Under the stim ulation 
and introduction of a London California 
exhibition, we can put in operation laws 
of commerce th at will secure California a 
m arket in Europe for the same reasons- 
But it is a condition precedent th at the 
European consumer must he made ac­ 
quainted w ith our capacity ; the employ­ 
m ent of sensible proofs is the most direct 
method of dissem inating th at knowledge; 
the place is the commer ial and travel 
center of the world—th e city of London— 
and the means a California exhibition that 
wili not solicit, but, by its attractiveness 
and varied character, command attention. 


A p ro p o s itio n is liefore the Aldermen 
of New York to reduce the saloons in that 
city from 8,788 to 8,500. 
Commenting 
ti(>sn the m atter tiie New York World, 
placing the population of th at city at 
1,600,000, finds there is one saloon toevcrv 
184 people. 
E stim ating children at one- 
half the number, this gives one saloon to 
every 92 adults, or to every 40 men. 
It 
estimates one-half of these to he non-fre­ 
quenters of the saloon and affording them 
no support, and thus finds the supporting 
class to lie 23 for every saloon. 
From 
these premises it proceeds to argue, not 
tem perani», hut certain m unicipal econ­ 
omic propositions. 
New York Ls a great 
city, hut sci far as the liquor “ industry” is 
concerned Sacram ento ran make a more 
striking exhibit. 
Placing our population 
at 30,00(1 (and the vote of 6,000 justifies it) 
and the place) where liquor is sold at 800, 
we have one bar to every 100 of tlie ¡>op- 
ulaUon as against 184 in the chief city cf 
the Union. 
Assuming half to lie children, 
we have one liar to every 50 of the adult 
population as against 92 in New Y ork, or 
one to every 25 men ¡is against 46 in New 
York. It half are abstainersor infrequent­ 
ers of saloons, we have one to every 12) 
patrons as against 23 in New York. 
This 
is another evidence of the stim ulating 
character of the glorious clim ate of Cal- 
iforuia, and should lie very encouraging to 
the several candidates now campaigning 
for the office of Internal Revenue Collec­ 
tor in this district, since it insures activity 
in discharge of duty on the part of the 
successful one. 


T it k bill to authorize counties to estab­ 
lish H igh Schools, upon a vote being taken 
to lest the sentim ent of the jieople, com­ 
mends itself. 
W henever any community 
desires to make progress in higher educa­ 
tion they should have th at privilege. The 
High School is the poor man's school. 
lie 
cannot send his children to academies anil 
private universities, but by the aid of the 
H igh School his children may reach the 
enlistone in our system, the State U niver­ 
sity. 
Of course only the few, compara­ 
tively, can avail of the H igh School, hut 
tjio few or the many should have the op- 
(Kirtuuity to do so, and not he barred out 
of the U niversity because of the gap, in 
(•reparation, th at oj>ens between it a:id the 
highest gram m ar grade.

A YOLO SENSATION.

Soon alter his wife's arrival Mr. Gubieman 
aceep'ed a position at Marc Island, thus being 
away from his w ife the greater part of Ihe time. 
During his absence a number of rumors were 
circulated to the effect that it was thougnt that 
Mrs. Gubieman aud Mr. Hancock were over-in­ 
timate. 
A tont the ‘28th of last IK comber Mrs. Gobie­ 
rnan gave birth to a child, which she stated to 
some of her neighbors was a premature birth, 
and tliBt the baby had been thrown in a oes.-- 
pool. Mr. Gubieman appeared on the scene at 
this time, and had his wife removed to a hotel, 
where she stayed until the 101 h iust.. when -tie 
and Mr. Hancock leit for Vallejo. 
A CLEAR CA-E OF MURDER. 
Duitng the past few days rumors of foul work 
had become rife, aud at the instigation ot Dis­ 
trict Attorney Gaddis a search ot the premises 
where Gubieman liad lived was made, but 
nothing was found. But to-day another search 
was made by the Sheriff and Coroner, who, at 
the most ex reme end of a cellar, dug up the 
body ol a fully-developed child weighing about 
eleven pounds. The body was wrapjud and 
pinned up in clothes aud then placed iu a ,u-k, 
and had only been buried to the depth of atamt 
a foot. Not uutil the child had been carried out 
into the light was it discovered that the child 
had evidently been murde-ed immediately alter 
its birth, as the left temple and side of the head 
had be. n crushed it> by some heavy instrument. 
It was also appar ent that the child woutd have 
died from ui gleet, as the umbilical cord had 
not been t ted. 
As s-on as these tacts were discovered a tele­ 
gram Wfs sent to Vallejo to arrest Mrs. Gubte- 
msn, as it is supposed she is there. Mr. Guide- 
man and Hauc ck are now ou the Monongn- 
beta, which was lately sent to Samoa. 
This affair brings up au accidental shooting, 
which may apper very significant, as Mr. Guble- 
mau and Mr. Hancock w ere the participants. 
The accident occurred just o re week after the 
arrival of Mr. t-aucoek. While the two were 
out hunting Mr. Hancock received a gunshot 
wound ji.st over die heart by the accidental di­ 
charge of Mr. Gub'eman's gun.

T h e U rg en t N e c e ssity for its C on tin u an ce 
an d E n la rg em en t. 
E ds R ecobd-U biok: 
It is a w ell known 
fact, ow ing to the num erous vexing ques­ 
tions which have arisen under the n ew 


Constitution, that tbe num ber of appeals to 
the Suprem e Court has largely increased. 
The long illness o f the late C hief Justice, 
Morrison, tended to m ake the Court short­ 
handed and unable to cope with the im ­ 
mense volum e o f business w ith w hich it 
was flooded. 
In order to afford litigants som e oppor­ 
tunity for a speedy hearing, it became nec­ 
essary to appoint a Com m ission to assist 
the Court. 
W ith their assistance the Court 
has decided in the last three years and a 
half, two thousand three hundred and fifty- 
three eases. 
T he Commission has written 
seven hundred and seventy opinions which 
were accepted by the Court, besides som e 
which were not used. 
No sim ilar body of 
men in the United States, or elsewhere, 
have ever done more work or worked 
harder. 
The State is constantly receiving 
accessions in population, and bnsiness must 
increase. 
The Court has been able, with the assist­ 
ance of the present Com m ission, to keep 
ahead of the accum ulating business about 
one hundred cases. 
There are now about 
750 cases undecided on the docket and 
about as m any more on appeal are taken 
each year. 
The Court and these C om m is­ 
sioners can keep this work up, but unless 
they have two more Commissioners they 
cannot com plete the bringing up of the 
docket in less than four years. 
H ence a 
necessity of the Commission, which, as an 
auxiliary body, will do the best kind of 
work, undergoing the supervision of the 
Court as well as all the Commissioners. 
The Commission decides only cases sub­ 
m itted on briefs; the Court decides the 
cases orally argued. 
There are twice as 
m any coses subm itted on briefs as those 
orally argued, but the Commission not be­ 
ing com pelled, as the Court is, to sit all day 
on the b-nch and hear arguments, can sit 
in chambers and work steadily and unin- 
teraptedly, so that w hiie the Court has its 
hands full with cases orally argued, the 
Commission, if increased to five, can get 
through with subm itted cases. If this in ­ 
crease is had, calendars w ill be enlarged 
at every term of the Court so as to evoke 
increase of work and progress with the 
docket. 
It is im possible to pass any constitu­ 
tional am endm ents changing the Court, 
unless at a special election, if at all, which 
is doubtful. 
The people, as shown at the 
last general election held on constitutional 
am endm ents affecting 
the Court, voted 
them down w ith a large majority. 
The 
Court must have assistance, and the peo­ 
ple’s business m ust be attended to. 
The 
terms of the present Commissioners expire 
on the 1st o f May next. If a constitutional 
am endm ent was 
subm itted before that 
tim e, it would not prevail and the people’s 
business would at once drop behind. If we 
waited two years without a Commission, 
for a vo‘e on a doubtful Constitutional 
amendment., the Court 
could not belD 
retrograding. 
It does seem therefore as if the Com­ 
mission is a necessity. 
If the Legisla­ 
ture wishes to try the force of an am end­ 
m ent to the Constitution affecting 
the 
Court, let it first pass the bill increasing 
the Commission, 
and then subm it its 
am endm ent at the general election, when 
all the voters w ill turn out. 
If the am end­ 
m ent passes, the Commission w ill expire ; 
if not, then we have a body of m en to help 
the Court with its burdensome calendar. 
It seem s to me that every principle of 
com mon sense points to the necessity of 
the Commission as outlined in the W ilson 
bill introduced in the Senate, and I trust 
the Legislature will at once act favorably 
upon it.

T H E B U R N IN G Q U E S T IO N . 


H ig h O fficials E x p re s s T h e m -e lv e s R e ­ 
g a r d in g th e S a m o a n A fla li. 
W ashington, January 24th.—Assistant Secre­ 
tary Rives read the dispatches about Samoan 
affairs carefully this afternoon, and rem arked, 
w ith a sm ile, “ They seem to be hurling defiance 
in our teeth, don’t they?” 
W hen asked if he 
had not some further com m ent to m ake on the 
subject, he said be had not. 
He subsequently 
intim ated, however, th a t there were im portaut 
differences iu the statem ents m ade by the North 
German Gazette and the P resid en ts m essage to 
Congress of the 16th inst. in regard to the treaty 
rights of Germ any, Great B ritain aud the United 
States iu the Sam oan m atter. 
He declined to 
point out the discrepancies, but repeated th at 
the position of our G overnm ent ou the question, 
as stated by the Gazette, differed from our posi­ 
tion as defined by the President. 
Rives would say no more, but it Is understood 
that he referred particularly to that passage in 
the message w here the President says : “ actin g 
w ith th e restraints w hich our Constitution and 
laws have placed upon the E xecutive power, I 
have insisted th at tne autonom y aud independ­ 
ence o f Samoa should be scrupulously pre­ 
served according to the treaties m ade w ith Sa­ 
m oa by th e Powers nam ed—Germ any, Great 
B ritain and the United States—aud th eir agree­ 
m ent aud understanding w ith each other. I 
have protested against every act apparently 
tending in the opposite direction, and during 
the existence of internal disturbance ¡one or 
more vessels have been kept in Sam oan waters 
to protect A m erican citizeus and property.” 


OTHERS INTERVIEW ED . 
Secretary W hitney declined to be interview ed. 
The policy of th e Governm ent, he said, was 
fixed, and anything w hich m ight be said iu re­ 
gard to it m ust come from the State D epartm ent. 
The Navy D epartm ent had no jurisdiction over 
the m alter except of an executive character. 
Senator Edm unds, w hen m ade acquainted 
w ith tbe tenor of the utterances o! the Berlin 
Gazette, said : “I suppose if M »marck was to ex- 
pi ess his opinions Ujion any subject he leels at 
perfect liberty to do so, but I also suppose that 
an expres-ion of such opinion w ill not serve to 
keep tbe Am erican people from carryiug out 
any policy they m ay adopt as desirable or ne­ 
cessary. 
. he Sam oan planters are on the h ig h ­ 
way of com m erce across the Pacific ocean, and 
arc o t great im portance w ith relation to the de­ 
velopm ent of trade via the projected canals 
across th e Isthm us of Panam a and across Nica­ 
ragua. To those Poweis. whose ships a:e tent 
ou long cruises, the establishm ent of ciaiiugsta- 
tions is a necessity, and ilie location of one on 
the central island of the Sam oan group, as pro­ 
vided lor iu the proposed am endm ent to the 
diplom atic and consular appropriation bill, re- 
jiorted by th e Com m ittee ou Foreign Relations, 
is looked upon as one o f great m ijiortance to 
us.” 
XVIIAT SECRETARY BAYARD SAYS. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 14th.—The dispatches 
from Berlin and London, in regard to the a tti­ 
tude of Germ any on tr.e Sam oan question, were 
the subject of general discussion in this citv 
this evening. A representative of the a s oci- 
ated Press was accorded a brief interview w ith 
Secretary Bayard this evening. 
He said he had 
read the dispatches iu question, but said it would 
not be proper for him to discuss the subject at 
tiiis tim e. 
He said th a t although Germ any m ay 
nave larger interests in Samoa than the United 
States, it had no better nor later inform ation 
from th a t country th an the United States. 
Iu 
regard 
to 
the 
statem ent 
th a t 
Ger­ 
m any would violate no trealy iu acquiring 
ascendency in Samoa, Bayard called aticution 
to the declaration concerning the boundaries of 
the Germ an aud English dom inions in the West 
Pacific Ocean, signed at Berlin on April 6, 1886, 
by Count Bism arck on the part of Germ any and 
Sir Edwar.i M allet on the part ot Great B iitain. 
Bayard said he thought this agreem ent pre­ 
cluded Germun acquisitions in Samoa, and that 
she was bound to respect th e rights of that 
island. 
CONGRESSMEN INTERVIEW ED. 
Such m em bers of the House Com m ittee ou 
Foreign Affairs as could be seen to night were 
averse to discussing Ireely the present state of 
our relations w ith Samoa, iu view ef the fact 
that the subject is now before the com m ittee, 
and they are expected to com m unicate their 
views iurm a’.Iy to the House in th e shape of a 
report. 
Kepresentatix-e Russell, of M assachu-etts, told 
of the position taken by the North German Gazette 
and rem arked, “If m atte s should reach an ex ­ 
trem e point, I don’t believe we arc going to be 
eaten up by a European power.” 
Mr. H itt, a leading Republican m em ber ot the 
com m ittee, xvas inclined to take a peaceful view 
of the situation. It was evident th at, while 
cautiously w ritten, th e article breathed a hostile 
spirit, incited no doubt, by exaggerated ac­ 
counts that had reached Berlin, ol the feeling 
inA m eiica. The fact is, we are suffering for 
lack of inform ation. 
The President, to use his 
own term s, related the entire subject to Con­ 
gress, but unfortunately failed to transm it a 
topv ol the agreem ent between the representa­ 
tives o f th e United States, England and Ger­ 
m any. Just xvhat th a t agreem ent is, or how 
ic binds th e United Starts, nobodv know.- 
The wise m en of botli political parties in 
the Senate have been fully advised and taken 
into ihe P iesident’s confidence, and the people 
r st in ease, but are not disposed to trust 10> 
m uch to the ability of one m an, particularly 
one who lias iieen so lam entably unlucky in the 
exercise of his judgm ent.” Touching the pos­ 
sibility of serious trouble resulting .rom the 
.Samoan affair, he was disposed to m ake light of 
it. 
He had confidence in th e strong common 
sense of the leaders ou both sides ol the sea. 
a lte r all. a m atter of such slight Im portance 
could not reasonably be expected to bring about 
w ar betw een the United States and a nation 
which has lor us the kindest and 
arm est 
feeliogs.

IN A H E A V Y F O G . 


F a ta l C o llisio n B e tw e e n E le v a ’e d I t a 1- 
ro a d s in N ew Y o rk . 
N ew York, January 24th.—A fog caused two 
elevated road collisions this m orning. Two 
trains cam e together on th e Kings County Ele­ 
vated Road iu Brooklyn. Sam uel Kniffen, to 
escape, leaped from the train, and xvas found in 
the street below w ith his skull crushed. No 
other passenger xvas seriously hurt. 
Tivo tram s collided at N inth avenue and One 
H undred aud F ourth street, in this city, and 
several persons «-ere injured, none seriously. 
The fog xvas rem arkably dense. 
H alf a score of 
collisions occurred on the East and North river 
ferries, none serious.

G lo w in g R e p o rts o f th e R ic h n e ss o f th e 
A riz o n a M ines, 
8an Diego, January 24th.—'W yatt Earp, one 
of the celebrated E aip brothers of Arizona fame, 
and W illiam Bnrson nave returned to this city 
alter a trip to the m uch talked of H areua Hala 
raining region, and th eir reports conflict con­ 
siderably 
with 
other statem ents of people 
alleged to have been to tb e diggings. In an 
intervi-.xv Mr. Earp said, am ong other thing s : 
"W hen xve arrived there we found a cam p ot 
from ‘260 to 250 people, most of them living in 
tenis. 
Anybody can see th at the whole region 
Is rich in m inerals. I have visited a good m any 
m ining camps, and 1 do not knoxv of any that 
showed better pr ispects th an are to be seen 
there. The particular m ine that has attracted 
attention is only a hole about six leet deep and 
six feet across. It is located on the side of a 
hill or knoll. One day about two m onths ago 
a couple of m iners were crossing th e hill and 
sat down to rest. In some way they got to 
breaking the loose rocks, w hen free gold rollt d 
out in chunks bigger than they ever saw before. 
T hen they dug some, and they claim ed they 
took out free gold in pieces a fool long. These 
specim ens were sent aw ay before we got there, 
x n t I m yself saw specim ens as large as half my 
hand. 
“ Just before we cam e aw ay Bryson w as ta lk ­ 


ing w ith one of th e proprietors of th e big m ine 
and told him he didn’t w ant to take sim ply a 
report, but would like som ething to show folks. 
The m iner jnst jum ped dow n in the hole and 
knocked oft a piece of rock th at shows the gold 
sticking out all through it. 
They told us th at 
w ithin six weeks or txvo m onths there have 
beeu taken out betw een 837.0C0 and 840,000 from 
th at region, and I am w illing to believe the 
story is not m uch exaggerated. 
“ By sinking wells a fexv feet deep in th e drx- 
bed of a river th at used to floxv around th e foot 
o f th e hill plenty of w ater can be found. All 
th e m ining th at has been done has been bv the 
dry-wash, or placer system, but there w ill be no 
trouble to get w ater for pan-w ashing, or hy­ 
draulic xvorks. John Sevenoaks. Bryson and I 
located a desert claim of 640 acres each. Be­ 
sides th a t we m ade arrangem ents for laying off 
a town-sito, about h alf a m ile from the m ines. 
1 shall either send one of these portable houses 
or ship a big tent b»ek there at once. We w ill 
survey and lay off our toxvn, and I w ill put in 
200 or 200 acres of barley lor hay this season. 
\\ e have nam ed th e toxvn Colton. Bevenoaks 
goes back to m orrow.” 


C u n n in g S w allo w s. 
Birds are often said to possess instinct, 
as 
distinguished from intelligence, by 
which is meant, apparently, that such 
knowledge ns they have is Inherited, not 
acquired. “ A bird always builds its nest 
in one way,” it is said, but few statements 
could be less exact. 
Our common cliff swallow, known also 
as the cave swallow and the “ Republi­ 
can,” formerly bnilt against the face of a 
cliff’, and as a protection against the weath­ 
er, the nest, instead of being open at the 
top, was bottle-shaped, the entrance being 
through a kind of neck at the side. Xow 
that the country has become populous, 
hoxvex'er, this swallow has taken to nesting 
under the eaves of barns, where it is 
shielded from rain by the overhanging 
roof. 
Little by little, therefore, the wise bird 
has given up its more elaborate gjethod of 
construction, till now you may see side by 
side nests that are simple nmd saucers, 
nests that are built in the old-fashioned 
bottle method, and nests half way between 
the two extremes, showing plainly that a 
process of adaptation is going on. 
A Pennsylvania newspaper lately re­ 
ported a very clever piece of work by a 
pair of these same eave swallows. They 
had built a nest in the old style under the 
eaves of a barn, and when it was done an 
English sparrow took possession. 
The swallows made frantic efforts to dis­ 
lodge the intruder, but could not drive her 
out. Then they xvent deliberately to work 
and plastered up the neck of the bottle 
with mud, burying the sparrow alive, 
after which they built another nest close 
by, and occupied it as if nothing had hap­ 
pened.—St. Louis Globe-1 temocrat.
